Reasons for Allowance 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: claims 1-34 
and 36 are free from prior art. The closest prior art is Minami et al. U.S. Pat No. 
6,51 1 ,997 that have a substituted or unsubstituted phenyl groups on position 3 of the 
pyrazoles, a pyridyl or quinolinyl groups on position 4 and an optionally substituted 
amine bound to position 5. These pyrazoles derivatives differ from the instant claims 
because the instant claims are attached to another diazine ring via the ring nitrogen 
atom of the pyrazoles ring that is not suggested in Minami et al. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
